This plow does not need a car to 
handle it. 
A car can be backed 
to or pulled away from the plow at 
any time, leaving the plow standing 
up right on the track. The front and 
wings of the plow are faced w ith 16 
guage galvanized iron. Both wings 
are adjustable, and can be moved out 
or In at will. 
NOlRIDGE NEAR TRACK, 
The plow will leave no ridge of 
snow in the street, but it will throw 
the snow at least six feet from the 
rails. Ordinary snow plows in use by

State Grain Inspector Scott Gale of 
Oregon arrived in this city y esterday 
aud as long as the heavy shipment of 
grain through Dix on continues will 
make his headq uarters in this city .

History tells us that islan d s mad e 
from reed s, which were n ot on ly mov­ 
ed about by the win d , but by oars, 
were the mean s ot the escape of man y 
Roman citizen s d urin g the Mithrid atic 
wars. In d ian legen d s are full of in ter­ 
estin g stories of the marvelous es­ 
capes 
of fugitives 
on 
“cameiotes,” 
which were floatin g islan d s composed 
ot green rafts of can es or brushwood .

two En glishmen who had sought shel­ 
ter In the haun ted easa. 
Trad ition had it that some crime or 
sacrilege had been committed there 
an d that, as a pun ishmen t, whoever 
slept in the hut was foun d d ead in the 
morn in g with the cruz n igra on the 
n eck. 
Herr Sliilbach, however, was 
n ot to be d eterred by an y such super­ 
stition , as he called it.

We all 
ran to the hut, an d to our horror there 
lay the y oun g man wrapped in his 
blan ket, his head thrown back, show­ 
in g the small black cross on the left 
sid e of the n eck.—Exchan ge.

smaller and smaller till from frag­ 
ments of rock th ey become bowlders, 
th en pebbles and finally sand. 
As th e 
mou ntain stream merges into th e riv ­ 
er th e pebbles au d coarse sand con­ 
tinu e to be rolled along th e bottom of 
th e ch annel, wh ile th e ragillaeeou s par­ 
ticles and salts become mingled with 
th e water and flow on with it eith er in 
su spension or solu tion. 
Wh ile th is disintegrating process is 
going on inland th e rocks and eliffs on 
th e coast ex posed to th e sea are su f­ 
fering degradation by a similar proc­ 
ess and are also being worn away by 
th e incessant action of th e wav es of 
th e ocean beating on th em and attack­ 
ing th em not only with th e impact of 
th e water, bu t also with th e fragments 
broken off, wh ich , dash ed against th e 
face from wh ich th ey h av e eroded, are 
th u s u sed as implements of destru c­ 
tion.
